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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

This  year  is  memorable  in  that  the  second  Great  World  War 
came  to  an  end  bringing  in  its  wake,  however,  the  usual  aftermath 
and  turmoil  of  a transition  period  from  war  to  peace. 

The  last  remaining  vestige  of  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services 
finished  in  May,  1945. 

In  the  realm  of  Infectious  Diseases,  I would  point  out  the  tremen- 
dous drop  in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria. 

Scabies  was  continued  to  be  treated  at  the  Scabies  Cleansing 
Centre  at  the  old  h irst  Aid  Post  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
number  < f cases  showed  a sharp  decline. 

There  was  a great  decrease  in  the  number  of  births  from  that 
of  the  previous  year  which  was  the  peak  year  for  some  considerable  time. 

During  the  year  a Domestic  Help  was  appointed  by  the  Council 
to  attend  cases  other  than  confinement  and  infectious  disease.  The 
services  of  the  Home  Help  were  dispensed  with  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  her  duties  were  transferred  to  the  Domestic  Help. 

The  position  of  Housing  was  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year. 
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i regret  to  record  that  the  Council’s  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  John  Dyer,  died  at  the  end  of  1944.  He  had  been  in  the  Council’s 
service  for  over  30  years. 

Mr.  J.  G.  C.  Short  was  appointed  an  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  May. 

Mrs.  Grey,  one  of  the  Health  Visitors,  retired  at  the  end  of  the 
year  after  24  years  in  the  service  of  the  Council. 

The  Matron  of  the  Rhiwfelin  Isolation  Hospital,  Miss  Bassett, 
retired  at  the  end  of  the  year  after  being  in  the  Council’s  service  for 
14  years.  Miss  Bassett  carried  on  her  duties  for  a short  while  in  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  staff  for  the  work 
they  have  done  and  also  the  remaining  Civil  Defence  Services  and 
W.V.S.  for  the  willing  help  given  when  required. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  County  Authorities,  and  the  Head 
Teachers  and  Staffs  of  the  Schools  in  the  District  for  their  kindness 
and  co-operation  whenever  I have  to  attend  their  Schools.

There  was  comparatively  little  unemployment  during  the  year, 
the  Government  works  and  Trading  Estate  employing  a large  number 
of  people,  both  men  and  women,  even  though  the  war  ended  during 
this  period.

No  new  evacuees  came  into  the  area  during  the  year. 

The  number  who  returned  home  during  1945  was  1,174,  and  the 
number  remaining  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  1945  was  103.

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HOUSING  AND  OTHER  CONDITIONS. 

Housing  conditions  still  remained  an  acute  pi'oblem,  both  from 
the  number  of  people  inhabiting  one  house  and  owing  to  disrepair 
of  the  buildings. 

It  was  found  that  in  quite  a number  of  houses  there  were  families 
bro  ght  down  from  areas  in  England  affected  by  bombing. 

The  disrepair  of  houses  and  buildings  was  chiefly  due  to  the  lack 
of  labour  and  materials  generally. 

Roads  and  other  like  necessities  were  not  properly  looked  after, 
street  lighting  was  only  partial  and  transport  in  the  form  of  public 
’buses  was  very  difficult. 


NURSERY  CENTRES. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
the  three  war-time  Nursery  Centres  at  Beddau,  Church  Village  and 
Coedely  were  closed;  Coedely  closed  on  the  7th  April;  Church 
Village  on  the  5th  May,  and  Beddau  on  the  2nd  June,  but  the  last- 
named  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  under  their  Development 
Plan  (Education  Act,  1944)  as  a Nursery  School  for  children  under 
the  age  of  five  years.

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HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Examinations. 

All  Laboratory  Examinations  necessary  for  the  Public  Health 
Services  are  carried  out  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff. 

These  are  : — 

(a)  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examinations  in  relation  to 
the  Fever  Hospital  and  to  the  control  of  Infectious  and 
Contagious  diseases  in  general. 

(b)  Bacteriological  and/or  Chemical  examinations  of : — 

1.  Milk. 

2.  Drinking  Water. 

3.  Sewage. 

( c ) Any  other  examinations  which  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
such  as  examinations  of  foodstuffs  other  than  milk. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  following  ambulances  are  available  for  the  purposes  stated  : — 

Council’s  Own  Ambulance. — Conveyance  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  to  and  from  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  to  outside  hopsitals 
when  necessary. 

Gray’s  Ambulance  ano  Car. — Used  for  the  transport  of  Infectious 
Diseases  when  our  own  ambulance  cannot  be  used,  and  also  for  the 
conveyance  of  maternity  cases  to  and  from  Hospital. 

St.  John’s  Ambulance  Service. — These  ambulances  are  employed 
for  the  transport  of  cases  of  illness,  road  and  works  casualties  to 
Hospital  or  to  the  patients’  home.  Payment  must  be  made  for  these 
services.  Collieries,  works  and  private  individuals  may  subscribe 
regularly  to  the  Priory  and  an  Ambulance  can  then  be  used  without 
further  charge.  This  ambulance  is  sometimes  used  by  the  Council 
to  convey  maternity  cases  to  hospital.  Certain  collieries  also  have 
t heir  own  ambulance  for  dealing  with  cases  of  subscribers. 


GENERAL  NURSING. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  six  nurses  in  the  district  for  home  nursing — one  each  in 
Gilfach  Goch,  Tonyrefail,  Beddau,  Llantwit  Fardre,  and  two  in  the 
Llantrisant  and  Pontyclun  combined  areas. 
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District  Nursing  Associations. 

The  Council  have  an  agreement  with  four  of  these  District 
Nursing  Associations  for  the  use  of  their  nurse  for  treatment  of  minor 
ailments  in  children  who  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  A 
payment  of  2s.  6d.  is  made  to  the  Association  for  each  visit  made  by 
their  Nurse. 

Home  Help  and  Domestic  Help. 

Under  Circular  179/44  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  dated  14th 
December,  1944,  the  Council  appointed  a full-time  Domestic  Help  in 
May,  1945. 

During  the  period  from  her  appointment  in  May  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  Domestic  Help  attended  three  cases. 

The  Home  Help  attended  three  maternity  cases  during  the  year. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  public  did  not  take  full  advantage  of  her 
services,  her  appointment  was  terminated  on  the  1st  December,  1945. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  are  five  clinic  centres  in  the  area.  They  are  situated  as 
follows  : one  each  in  Gilfach  Goch,  Tonyrefail,  Beddau,  Church 

Village  and  Llantrisant. 

Both  types  of  clinics  were  heavily  attended  as  in  previous  year's.

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Grants  of  Milk  and  Foodstuffs. 

The  grants  of  milk  and  other  foods  to  infants,  ante-natal  mothers 
and  nursing  mothers,  are  on  the  same  basis  as  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Local  Food  Office  makes  use  of  our  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
for  the  distribution  of  their  commodities,  orange  juice,  and  cod  liver 
oil,  National  dried  milk  and  several  kinds  of  vitamins  tablets. I am 
informed  that  the  response  in  taking  up  the  Ministry  of  Food  vitamin 
products  is  very  disappointing. 


Other  Services. 

Women  attending  ante-natal  clinics  and  nursing  mothers  can  also 
have  dental  treatment,  and  the  Council  has  agreed  to  their  treatment 
for  this  purpose  on  the  “sliding  scale”  of  income,  of  which  more  is 
mentioned  in  the  next  paragraph.  Although  the  opportunities  are 
now  so  greatly  increased  for  this  important  treatment  it  is  disappointing 
that  so  many  mothers  fail  to  keep  repeated  appointments  made  for  them. 


Hospital  Treatment  for  Maternity  Cases. 

Hitherto,  maternity  cases  which  needed  hospital  supervision  could 
not  have  same  on  the  Council’s  financial  responsibility  unless  they 
were  under  a fixed  scale  of  income.  The  Council  decided,  therefore, 
to  institute  a sliding  scale  of  income  whereby  the  Council  initially 
undertook  the  financial  responsibility,  and  repayment  was  made  to 
the  Council  by  mothers  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  The  Council 
continues  to  take  the  same  responsibility  for  mothers  who  do  not  attend 
the  Council’s  ante-natal  clinics,  but  whose  admission  to  hospital 
was  one  of  extreme  urgency,  a condition  in  the  latter  case  being  that 
the  permission  of  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  obtained. 
The  scale  of  income  governing  this  new  arrangement  is  given  on  next 
page.

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MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES 


Consulting  Obstetrician : 

Professor  Gilbert  I.  Strachan,  m.d.,  f.r.c.s. 

The  services  of  Professor  Strachan  are  available  to  any  prospective 
mother  attending  any  of  the  Council’s  Ante-natal  Clinics,  and  who 
presents  any  complications  requiring  specialised  treatment  during 
labour  at  her  home. 

This  service  may  be  arranged  only  through  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Provision  is  also  made  for  consultations  with  Dr.  Strachan 
for  women  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  showing  signs  of 
special  difficulty,  and  for  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever. 


County  Midwifery  Service. 

There  are  seven  County  Midwives  in  our  area  ; one  in  Beddau, 
one  in  Llantwit  Fardre,  two  in  Gilfach  Goch  and  three  in  the  Tonyrefail 
and  Coedely  area.  The  two  so-called  “Iron  Ore”  or  District  Nurses 
employed  by  the  Iron-ore  workers  attend  in  the  Llantrisant  and 
Pontyclun  areas. 


Hospitals. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  and  special  hospital 
accommodation  available  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  except  that 
some  general  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Whitchurch  Hospital 
under  the  E.M.S.  Scheme. 

Hospitals  are  an  essential  part  of  modern  life  and  hospitals  are 
needed  where  everyone  can  be  sure  of  immediate  access  without  fear 
of  refusal  or  delay  on  economic  grounds  or  lack  of  accommodation. 

The  R.A.F.  Hospital  at  Church  Village  has  not  yet  been  taken 
over  by  the  County  Council. 

General  Hospitals. 

Broadly  speaking  this  area  is  served  by  : — 

(1)  Llwynypia  Hospital. 

(2)  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary. 

(3)  Central  Homes,  Pontypridd. 

(4)  To  a slight  extent  by  the  Whitchurch  E.M.S.  Hospital, 
Pontypridd  and  District  Cottage  Hospital,  and  Porth 
Cottage  Hospital. 
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It  is  still  rather  difficult  except  in  the  most  acute  or  urgent  cases 
for  a patient  to  be  admitted  as  an  In-patient  and  even  as  an  Out- 
patient to  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary,  and  there  is  a great  need  for 
more  accommodation  in  general  hospitals.  This  also  applies  to 
Tuberculosis  Hospitals  and  the  trouble  lies  partly  in  staffing  difficulties. 

There  should  be  a greater  number  of  maternity  beds  available, 
together  with  post-natal  beds. 

So  far  as  I can  see  the  trend  has  been  for  a long  time  for  expectant 
mothers  to  desire  their  confinement  in  hospital.  There  has  been  a 
great  change  in  this  attitude  since  the  years  preceding  the  war. 

Special  Hospitals  : Tuberculosis. 

These  hospitals  and  sanatoria  are  under  the  control  of  the  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association.  The  Association  also  complain 
of  the  lack  of  beds,  difficulty  of  staffing,  etc.,  troubles  which  appear 
common  throughout  the  country,  but  have  become  acute  since  the  war. 

Fever  Hospital. 

I must  again  emphasise  the  tremendous  difficulty  in  the  working 
of  my  fever  hospital  without  “cubicle”  beds,  and  of  tbe  great  difficulty 
I have  had  through  staffing  troubles. 

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  much  greater 
than  during  the  previous  year,  being  413  compared  with  270  for  1944. 
There  was  a big  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified 
this  year  and  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 

Sonne  Dystentry. 

One  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was  notified  from  the  Llantrisant 

area. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  42  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified;  10  were  from  the 
. Tonyrefail  district,  19  from  Gilfach  Goch,  8 from  the  Llantrisant 
and  Pontyclun  area,  and  5 from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  area. 

Diphtheria. 

There  was  18  cases  notified.  Of  these  eight  came  from  the 
Tonyrefail  area,  four  from  the  Llantrisant  and  Pontyclun  area,  and 
six  from  the  Gilfach  Goch  area.  Of  these  cases  nine  only  proved  to 
be  true  diphtheria.  There  was  a dramatic  drop  in  the  number  of 
cases  notified  as  compared  with  102  cases  in  the  previous  year. 
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It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  parents  should  always 
consult  a doctor  whenever  a child  complains  of  a sore  throat,  or  indeed, 
whenever  a child  is  unwell,  such  as  “off  its  food”  and  does  not  want 
to  play. 

Delay  in  diphtheria  may  he  fatal. 

Erysipelas. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  four  were  from  Tonyrefail 
and  one  from  Llantwit  Fardre. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  four  cases  notified,  two  from  Tonyrefail  and  two  from 
Gilfach  Goch,  and  one  from  each  area  was  admitted  to  Llandough 
Hospital. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

There  were  two  cases  notified  during  the  year  from  Tonyrefail. 

One  was  admitted  to  the  Rhondda  Isolation  Hospital  and  one  to  Cardiff 
City  Isolation  Hospital.  The  former  case  proved  not  to  be  cerebro- 
spinal fever. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  26  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  : one  from  Tonyrefail, 

13  from  Gilfach  Goch,  and  12  from  the  Town  Ward.  All  were  nursed 
at  home. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Twelve  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  year  : 
three  from  Tonyrefail,  four  from  Gilfach  Goch,  and  five  from  the 
Town  Ward. 

Measles. 

There  were  300  cases  of  measles  notified  : eight  from  Tonyrefail, 

228  from  Gilfach  Goch,  47  from  the  Town  Ward  and  17  from  the 
Llantwit  Fardre  area. 

Paratyphoid. 

One  case  of  para-typhoid  occurred  in  the  Tonyrefail  area. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified.  One  occurred  in  the 
Gilfach  Goch  area  and  one  in  the  Town  Ward,  and  both  were  admitted 
to  Cardiff  City  Isolation  Hospital.

A continuous  campaign  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  been 
waged  throughout  the  area  during  the  year  under  review,  both  in

Outbreak  of  Gastro-Enteritis. 

In  midsummer  an  outbreak  of  Gastro-Enteritis  throughout  the 
area  reached  its  peak.  The  outbreak  affected  adults  of  all  ages,  as 
well  as  children,  of  both  sexes,  and  was  of  varying  severity,  most  of 
the  patients  not  being  very  ill.  The  acute  stage  was  only  a matter  of 
days  but  occasionally  people  were  very  ill. 

The  epidemic  was  investigated;  and  taking  individual  families  as 
investigation  units  nothing  could  be  traced  in  the  food  and  drink  line 
as  to  the  possible  cause.  Many  samples  of  stools  were  examined  at 
the  Laboratory  for  any  of  the  known  causative  organisms,  and  the 
investigation  was  also  pursued  in  regard  to  the  possibility  of  virus 
infection,  but  nothing  was  discovered.  Altogether,  the  epidemic 
lasted  several  months  and  I understand  there  were  similar  epidemics 
not  only  in  the  county  but  throughout  the  country. 
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Tuberculosis. 


The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  shows  a decrease, 
being  30  against  51  for  1944. 


The  deaths  numbered  17  against  14  for  the  previous  year,  seven 
males  and  seven  females  died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
two  males  and  one  female  died  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
With  the  exception  of  two  who  died  all  cases  had  been  previously 
notified.  Out  of  the  above  number  of  cases  notified,  13  were  admitted 
to  hospitals  or  sanatoria  for  treatment. 

The  three  main  causes  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are  — 

(a)  Close  and  continuous  contact  with  an  “open”  case; 

(b)  Deficient  housing,  which  is  closely  allied  to  (a),  and 

( c ) Diet,  which  is  closely  related  to  wage-earning  capacity,  also  to  the 

problem  of  clean  milk. 

Another  matter  of  importance  linked  with  (a)  above,  is  that  a 
“hopeless’  case  may  either  be  refused  admission  to  a sanatorium  or 
sent  home  to  die,  In  the  present  state  of  housing  and  lack  of  proper 
precautions  by  relatives  generally,  such  cases  must  be  a continuous 
source  of  danger. 

Linked  with  this  is  “after  care”,  and  this  means  not  only  the  care 
of  a patient  discharged  from  hospital  or  sanatorium,  but  of  all  the 
family  contacts  as  well.  I feel  that  much  more  could  be  done  in  this 
respect. 

Furthermore,  the  question  of  diet  is  of  importance  in  a general  way; 
how  the  housewife  can  best  use  the  money  at  her  disposal ; the  extending 
use  of  tinned  foods  (when  available)  with  the  consequent  loss  of  fresh 
foods  and  good  solid  dinners.  All  this  is  complicated  tenfold  by 
war-time  conditions  and  restrictions. 

In  addition,  it  seems  impossible  to  get  a full  quota  of  patients  into 
hospital,  through  lack  of  nurses  and  domestic  staff  in  sanatoria,  and 
for  some  time,  at  any  rate,  through  lack  of  accommodation  which  was 
taken  up  by  other  cases.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water 

I am  informed  by  the  Surveyor  to  the  Council  that  he  has  very 
little  to  add  to  the  1944  report.  I herewith  give  you  the  observations 
then  made. 

The  sources  of  water  supply  are  as  follows  : — 

•(a)  Bulk  Supplies. 

(1)  Taf  Fechan  Water  Board. 

(2)  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board. 

( b ) Council’s  Own  Supply. 

(1)  Llanilid  Reservoir. 

(2)  Maendy  Reservoir. 

(3)  Tydu  Reservoir. 

(4)  Cross  Inn  Reservoir. 

(5)  Fair  View  Reservoir. 
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Taf  Fechan  Supply. 

The  Parish  of  Llantwit  Fardre  is  supplied  from  this  source  and 
also  the  following  districts  within  the  Parish  of  Llantrisant,  viz., 
Llantrisant  Town,  Beddau,  Penycoedcae,  Cross  Inn  Road,  Mwyndy 
and  Croesfaen. 

An  ample  supply  is  available  from  this  source,  and  in  addition  to 
the  districts  normally  supplied,  the  following  districts  are  also  supplied 
during  long  periods  of  dry  weather,  when  the  supply  from  the  Council’s 
own  supply  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  namely  part  of 
Tonyrefail,  Talbot  Green,  Pontyclun,  Brynsadler,  Miskin,  Cross  Inn 
and  Rhiwsaeson. 

The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  source  by  the  Water 
Board  and  action  is  taken,  also  at  source,  to  counteract  the  action  of 
the  water  on  lead. 

The  Council  used  to  insist  that  all  service  pipes  were  to  be  either 
iron  or  lead  with  tin  lining  in  order  to  counteract  the  plumbo-solvency 
of  the  various  supplies,  and  for  the  last  20  years  or  so  the  Council  has 
insisted  on  all  service  pipes  being  of  copper.  The  majority  of  the  old 
service  pipes  being  tin  lined  lead  or  iron  have  now  been  replaced  by 
copper  piping,  and  there  is  no  risk  of  contamination  of  supplies  from 
the  various  sources  by  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water. 

Periodical  bacteriological  analysis  of  the  water  is  made  and  the 
results  are  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  Supply. 

The  districts  of  Trebanog,  Iidmundstown,  and  Penrhiwfer,  part 
of  Gilfach  Goch  and  higher  parts  of  Tonyrefail  are  supplied  from  this 
source. 

During  long  spells  of  dry  weather  when  the  supply  from  the 
Council’s  own  sources  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  extra 
supply  has  to  be  taken  from  this  source  to  provide  for  additional  districts 
in  Tonyrefail  and  Gilfach  Goch.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
the  past  in  providing  a sufficient  supply  to  meet  the  extra  consumption 
when  additional  areas  are  supplied,  owing  to  the  inadequate  size  of 
the  Board’s  main  supplying  the  storage  reservoir  from  which  the 
Council  obtains  the  supply.  It  has  been  found  necessary,  therefore 
to  give  an  intermittent  supply  to  certain  parts  of  the  district  supplied 
from  this  source  on  occasions  when  the  consumption  has  been  approxi- 
mately 50,000  gallons  per  day  above  the  normal. 

The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  source,  also  treated 
to  counteract  its  plumbo-solvent  action.  No  lead  piping  is  allowed, 
however,  all  services  are  either  copper,  tin-lined  iron  or  very  few 
tin-lined  lead. 
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Llanilid  Supply  (Councils’  Own  Source). 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  upland  gathering  ground. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  periodical  bacteriologica, 
analyses  of  the  water  are  made  and  the  results  found  to  be  satisfactoryl 

The  following  districts  are  normally  supplied  from  this  source  : 
major  parts  of  Tonyrefail,  Talbot  Green,  Pontyclun,  Brynsadler, 
Miskin  and  Pantyquesta.  During  periods  of  long  spells  of  dry  weather 
the  supply  from  this  source  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand  and 
parts  of  the  district  normally  supplied  are  fed  from  the  Taf  Fechan 
supply,  thus  a constant  supply  is  maintained. 

All  service  pipes  are  of  copper  with  the  exception  of  a few  tin-lined 
iron  and  tin-lined  lead,  which  were  in  existence  prior  to  the  introduction 
of  copper  piping  in  the  district.  The  risk  of  the  contamination  of  the 
water  by  the  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water  is  therefore  eliminated. 

The  work  of  renewing  the  water  mains  between  Miskin  and 
Pantyquesta,  commenced  in  1944,  was  completed  during  this  year. 


Maendy  Supply  (Council’s  Own  Source). 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  serves  a part  of  Gilfach 
Goch.  During  long  periods  of  dry  weather  the  supply  is  augmented 
by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  and  a constant 
supply  is  maintained. 

The  risk  of  contamination  of  the  water  by  plumbo-solvent  action 
of  the  water  is  eliminated  by  the  installation  of  service  pipes  as  described 
above.  The  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  filtered. 


Tydu  Supply  (Council’s  Own  Source). 

Obtained  from  springs  and  augmented  during  periods  of  drought 
by  the  Llanilid  or  Taf  Fechan  supplies.  The  number  of  houses 
supplied  is  ten.  The  water  is  not  chlorinated  and  periodical  bacterio- 
logical analyses  show  that  the  quality  of  water  is  good. 

The  water  is  fairly  Lard  in  nature  so  there  is  no  risk  of  contamina- 
tion by  plumbo-solvent  action. 


Cross  Inn  Supply  (Council’s  Own  Source). 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  augmented  during  long 
periods  of  dry  weather  by  the  Taf  Fechan  Supply.  The  districts 
served  are  the  villages  of  Cross  Inn  and  Rhiwsaeson,  comprising 
approximately  60  houses.  The  water  is  not  chlorinated,  but  bacterio- 
logical analyses  show  that  the  quality  is  satisfactory. 
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Fair  View  (Gilfach  Goch)  Supply  (Council’s  Own  Source). 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  feeds  the  northern  part 
of  Gilfach  Goch.  During  long  periods  of  dry  weather  the  supply  is 
augmented  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board. 
The  water  is  not  chlorinated  nor  filtered. 


Number  of  Houses  supplied  with  Water. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district,  including  isolated 
farms  is  approximately  5,76+. 

Number  of  dwellinghouses  without  a piped  supply  from  the  main 
is  approximately  20.  Of  this  number  eight  abut  highways  in  which 
mains  are  laid  and  their  owners  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  supply 
available.  The  remaining  dwelling  houses  are  considerable  distances 
away  from  any  existing  supply. 

The  approximate  number  of  farms  without  a piped  supply  of 
water  is  76,  practically  all  of  which  are  in  isolated  positions  and  con- 
siderable distances  from  existing  mains. 

Percentage  of  houses  without  piped  supply  is  approximately 
1.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  the  district  including  isolated  farms. 

The  estimated  present  population  of  the  district  is  22,950,  and 
it  is  estimated  that  98.2  per  cent,  of  the  population  is  supplied  by  water 
direct  from  mains. 


Extensions  of  Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  under  review  water  extensions  were  made  to 
Cilely  Colliery  Canteen,  Tonyrefail  and  to  the  Cwm  Colliery  Canteen, 
Llantwit  Fardre. 

Also,  during  1945  one  Cottage  and  six  Farms  were  supplied  direct 
from  public  water  mains  serving  a population  of  30  people.

I receive  periodical  reports  from  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda 
Joint  Water  Board  as  to  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations 
of  the  water  at  the  source,  both  raw  and  filtered.  For  the  most  part 
these  appear  to  be  satisfactory.

Upon  the  request  of  the  Manager  of  the  Chrome  Leather  Works, 
Treforest  Trading  Estate,  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  a tap  at 
the  above-mentioned  factory  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a number  of  the 
employees  had  been  affected  after  drinking  water  or  tea  made  from 
water  such  as  is  delivered  for  drinking  purposes  through  the  pipe 
system  leading  to  the  premises.  Previous  analysis  of  this  water  had 
shown  that  the  chlorine  contents  were  unduly  high. 

The  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  results  of  the  samples  taken 
for  examination  by  my  Sanitary  Inspector  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Schools. 

The  schools  in  the  district  are  under  the  control  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  Education  Committee. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply  of  the  schools  are 
generally  satisfactory,  but  some  of  the  schools  have  an  unsatisfactory 
water  supply  both  for  the  children  and  staff,  as  well  as  unsatisfactory 
lavatory  accommodation  and  facilities  for  washing.  Cloakroom 
accommodation  is  not  too  good  in  some  of  the  schools. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Housing  refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour  in  the  Town  Ward  of 
the  Parish  of  Llantrisant  and  in  the  whole  of  the  Parish  of  Llantwit 
Fardre.  In  other  parts  of  the  district  the  work  is  done  by  local 
contractors. 

Refuse  from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  area  is  taken  to  the  Pontypridd 
Destructor,  but  in  other  parts  of  the  district  disposal  is  by  means  of 
tipping  on  various  sites. 

The  Council  has  undertaken  to  collect  trade  refuse  from  certain 
premises  at  an  agreed  charge,  and  special  arrangements  are  made  for 
the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  similar  materials  suitable  for  salvage

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Meat  supplies  to  local  butchers  are  still  distributed  from 
Pontypridd  by  the  Wholesale  Meat  Traders’  Association  as  in  previous 
war  years.  Slaughtering  of  home-bred  animals  is  centralised  at  the 
Pontypridd  Abattoir  where  the  carcases  are  inspected  before  being 
sent  out,  and  it  is  unusual  therefore,  to  find  any  diseased  condition  in 
the  meat  sold  in  this  area.  Some  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the 
means  of  transport,  a covered  van-type  lorry  now  being  used  in  place 
of  the  old  open  lorry  with  tarpaulin  covering  previously  used.  The 
meat,  too,  is  delivered  direct  to  the  shops  and  is  not,  as  in  the  past, 
deposited  for  allocation  at  a local  depot  and  then  reloaded  and  taken 
to  the  various  shops.  This  arrangement  reduces  the  amount  of 
handling  which  the  meat  received  before  it  reaches  the  consumer. 

Inspection  reveals  that  a good  deal  of  spoilage  in  canned  and 
preserved  foods  is  due  to  careless  and  rough  handling  in  transit,  tins, 
etc.,  often  being  so  damaged  as  to  be  unsaleable.  The  cardboard 
containers  in  which  the  tins  are  packed  afford  but  little  protection  to 
the  contents,  but  much  good  food  could  be  saved  by  the  exercise  of  a 
little  care  in  handling  them. 


Milk. 


For  the  purpose  of  the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory 
Scheme  samples  are  taken  twice  a month  from  every  retailer  of  locally- 
produced  milk.  During  the  year  648  such  samples  were  collected 
and  of  this  number  465  proved  to  be  of  “A”  category,  105  were  of 
“B”  category,  and  78  were  placed  in  category  “C”.  Category  “A” 
represents  milk  of  good  keeping  quality;  category  “B”  milk  of  moderate 
keeping  quality,  and  category  “C”  milk  of  poor  keeping  quality. 

The  producers  and  retailers  are  informed  of  the  result  of  each 
sample  and  advisory  visits  are  paid  to  the  farm  or  dairy  concerned 
when  samples  are  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  majority  of 
producer /retailers  are  keenly  interested  and  anxious  to  produce  milk  of 
good  quality,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  prove  effective  in 
preventing  much  of  the  unnecessary  waste  of  milk  due  to  souring. 
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Housing. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  it  has  been  extremely 
difficult  to  get  satisfactory  repairs  carried  out,  with  the  result  that 
there  has  been  a steady  decline  in  the  condition  of  many  of  the  older 
houses  in  the  district.  Supplies  of  building  materials  have  been  very 
limited,  especially  those  materials  such  as  roofing  slates,  shoots  and 
rainwater  pipes,  flooring  boards  and  plaster,  which  are  in  greatest 
demand  for  repair  work.  At  the  moment  there  does  not  appear 
to  be  any  prospect  of  any  immediate  improvement,  and  the  position  is 
rather  disheartening.  The  ending  of  the  war  has  not  eased  the 
situation.  In  fact,  the  reverse  seems  to  be  the  case;  the  increased 
demands  for  new  buildings  of  various  types  have  still  further  restricted 
supplies  for  the  small  builder  who  usually  undertakes  repair  work  to 
working-class  houses.  Having  regard  to  the  insufficiency  of 

labour  and  materials  for  even  essential  repairs,  it  would  seem  rather 
futile  to  plan  for  post-war  housing.  In  spite  of  present  difficulties, 
however,  a good  deal  has  been  done  in  this  direction  in  order  to  put 
into  operation  the  recommendation  of  the  Rural  Housing  Sub- 
committee of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee.  In  the 
early  part  of  1945,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health, 
a joint  committee  on  Rural  Housing  was  established  for  the  County  of 
Glamorgan.  This  Committee  consisted  of  representatives  of  the 
County  Council  and  of  all  Rural  District  Councils  within  the  County. 
Later,  a technicalsub-committee  was  formed  to  consider  and  advise 
upon  ways  and  means  of  securing  uniformity  of  housing  standards 
and  action  throughout  the  County.  After  numerous  meetings  agree- 
ment was  reached  upon  suitable  standards  and  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  arrangements  were  completed  for  the  housing  survey  which  is 
now  being  carried  out. 

The  Survey  cannot  be  completed  for  a considerable  time,  but  in 
the  meantime  steps  should  be  taken  to  demolish  some  of  the  worst 
houses  without  delay. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  case  in  which  it  appeared 
that  the  owner  of  a house  was  not  making  any  real  effort  to  carry  out 
repairs  which  were  of  an  urgent  nature. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  nine  Council  houses  and  1 1 other  houses  were 
treated  for  vermin  infestation.  As  in  previous  years  fumigation  was 
carried  out  with  sulphur  dioxide  followed  by  the  use  of  liquid  insecti- 
cides or  disinfectants,  such  as  zaldecide. 
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The  intelligent  use  of  the  new  insecticide  D.D.T.  should  prove 
of  immense  value  in  this  field  of  operation.  Small  quantities  were 
available  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  now  incorporated  in 
most  proprietary  brands  of  insecticide.  In  view  of  its  residual  action 
it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a wise  precaution  to  specify  its  use  in  the 
paints  and  wall  colouring  of  Council  houses. 


Rodent  Control. 

During  the  early  part  of  1945  the  second  part  of  the  initial  treat- 
ment of  the  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  and  the  results  seem  to 
indicate  that  there  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  rat  population  of  the 
sewers.  The  estimated  number  of  rats  destroyed  during  this  second 
treatment  was  795,  as  against  3,240  in  the  first  treatment. 

Fifty-two  surface  premises  were  also  treated  during  the  year 
with  an  estimated  “kill”  of  494. 

The  baits  used  were  zinc  phosphide,  arsenic  and  barium  carbonate, 
but  zinc  phosphide  was  chiefly  used,  on  a sausage  rusk  base.  Certain 
premises  such  as  farms,  agricultural  premises,  collieries  and  factories 
were  excluded  from  this  rodent  drive.

Housing. 

Building  materials  continued  in  very  short  supply  during  the  year 
with  the  result  that  it  was  rarely  possible  to  have  repairs  executed 
promptly  or  efficiently.  The  serious  dearth  of  competent  house 
repairers  in  the  Tonyrefail  and  Gilfach  districts  aggravates  this  very 
difficult  problem,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  houses  are  in  a state  of  disrepair. 
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Public  Conveniences,  Tonyrefail. 

The  only  sanitary  conveniences  available  to  members  of  the  public 
are  urinals.  These  are  cleansed  and  disinfected  daily  and  I have  always 
found  them  well  kept.  There  is,  however,  no  public  convenience  for 
women,  nor  any  washing  facilities  for  either  sex.  There  is  a great 
need  for  a modern,  well-designed  and  well-fitted  block  of  conveniences, 
providing  urinal,  closet  and  lavatory  accommodation  for  men  and  closet 
and  lavatory  accommodation  for  women,  centrally  situated  in  Tonyrefail 
The  design  and  construction  of  such  a building  could  be  readily 
dealt  with  by  the  Council’s  technical  staff,  and  I suggest  that  this 
matter  merits  immediate  attention. 


Water  Supplies. 

Eight  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken,  four  for  bacteriological 
and  four  for  chemical  examination.  The  analyst’s  results  indicated 
that  three  were  below  standard.  The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  at 
once  informed  of  these  adverse  reports  and  he  took  appropriate  action 
to  improve  the  quality  of  the  supply,  usually  by  mains  flushing  or  by 
increasing  the  chlorine  dosage.  Further  samples  were  taken  after 
such  measures  had  been  adopted,  and  in  every  case  were  reported  as 
satisfactory.
